T ^e Osak3-bom OsamuTezuka (1928 1939) fras 
be&n lor| rggarded in hi$ native Japan as a cul¬ 
tural \tm and tlia single artist most responsible 
for the creation of Japan's vast manga and anime cjl- 
Ijfe. He began to draw sholly after WWIj, working on 
short gag strips. In 1947 Twuka had his first big hit, 
Sfimtakarajima (New Treasure Island), a 200 page 
comic drawn when Tezuka was still a medical student 
that revolutionized the '"decompressed storytelling" 


style that is now the birthright of aH Japanese comics. 

Tezuka went on, in both short and long narra^ 
lives, to master and/or invent virtually every genre of 
the comics form-sci'fi, fantasy, mystery, spy, horror, 
historical drama, political drama, transforming robots, 
Shakespearean adaptation, even sex-ed comics- 


including pioneering the s/ro/o (girls') manga genre 
with Ribon no Kishi {aka Pdncess Knight, 1953 6). In 
1952 Tezjka created his most beloved work, the 


robot'boy sci-fi series Fefsi/wan^fom (aka Astm Boy). 


saga Jungle Teitei {aka KimhBr the Wtiiie Lion, 1950- 
4) and the outlaw-surgeon adventure series Black 
Jaa (1973-84). 

By the mid-sixties Tezuka was a pioneering ani’ 
mator as well as the most popular artist in history of 
Japanese comics, yet he continued to fervently rein 
vent manga forms.
